the Agency would be subject to the establishment of a Privacy Protection 
Commission to conduct a two-year study of the system of records in 
Government and report back to the Congress. We noted that CIA information 
was exempt from the Commission in the original version of the Senate bill 
(S. 3418). Reeder noted that the two-year study commission was a 
compromise to meet the strong demands of Senator Sam J. Ervin, Jr. (D. , N. C. ) 
for some form of a commission. He called Jim Davidson, the Senate 
Government Operations Committee staff man working on the bill, in our 
behalf and requested that CIA be exempted from the study commission. 

According to Davidson, Senator Ervin definitely will not entertain any further 
changes on this point. Reeder agreed with our proposal to have a floor 
colloquy to make clear thatthe Commission should not in any way impair 
the responsibility of the Director to protect intelligence sources and methods. 

He suggested that we discuss this with Steve Daniels, the House Government 
Operations Committee staff man working on the bill, since Davidson also 
made clear that Ervin would not make a floor statement.

Agency would be subject to the study commission. We agreed to a brief 
floor statement which Daniels said he would discuss with Representative 
William S. Moorhead (D. , Pa.) or Representative John N. Erlenborn (R. , 111.) 
for a floor colloquy. 


3. The Agency's exemption in the final committee version includes all 
of those sections from which the Agency was not exempted as set forth in 
the House-passed version (H. R. 16373) and ^nate-passed version (S. 3 418).
